COUNTY. CARLOW MEETING. 

OCTOBER, $, 1811. 

Resolved, That we the Roman Catholics 
of the Town and County of Carlow, have 
beheld with the deepest concern the at- 
tempt which 1 has been made to obstruct our 
Body in the legal and constitutional eier- 
cise of the irrefragable right of all British 
subjects to Petition the Legislature ; an at- 
tempt not more unjust in casting upon us 
a suspicion equally odious and repugnant 
to ou* principles, than calculated, in its 
tendency, to encroach upon the privileges' 
of his Majesty's Subjects of every denomi- 
nation. 

That, whilst we behold with awe, the 
impending destinies of the nations of Eu- 
"rope, almost universally prostrate to the 
power of a relentless and mighty tyrant, 
We view with poignant fegf et any measure 
tending to dividtetlte' Population, aiid weak- 
'eh the resources of our native land; but 
turning our eyes to an enlightened, a be- 
nificenf and' constitutional Prince, whom 
Providence seems to have reserved for us 
in this hour of peril, we look with unshak- 
en confidence to the exertion of his Wis- 
dom, his 1 justice, and his'rnagnanimity, to 
avert'those evils which rrilght be inflicted 
tlpon us by the .machinations of doriiestic 
enemies, or the' aisault of foreign foes ; and 
we call upon 1 all our fellow subjects 
ofevery sect and persuasion, 'to joih'cbr- 
dially with us in our earnest efforts to up- 
hold the dignity of the throne, the lawful 
rights of the people and the integrity and 
safety «f the British empire.
